Lexington, Ky.. Oct. 27.— Declaring 
that tho labor unions of the country, 
proclaiming their right u. strike, have 
violated the sacred constitutional 
right of other men by preventing them 
from working, the Diughlor.s of tho 
Amcrlciin l{c\olutii:n in twoiity-sixtU 
annual con\ eiition at the I^fayette 
hotel yesterday adopted ;t resolullcn In 
vigorous conduninalion of such action. 
The resolution called upon those In 
authority, both sute and national, to 
bring to speedy trlal all lawbreakers 
md to mete out to tham awltt and 
sure Justice.
